(A) The rejection of claims 22-24 and 27 is withdrawn, as noted above.

19. For example, claim 1 does not specify a "physical address mode" or a "virtual address mode". There is no requirement for either of 
the first mode and second mode of claim 1 to be limited to a particular access mode.
